D iphtheria is a terrible disease, and 
when it breaks o u t in a school or in a 
family where there are several children 
unless the very best precautions are 
observe*! it is likely to spread, for it is 
a disease t h a t m a y be communicate*! 
from one person to an o th er. 
It is 
contagious. 
Begarding th e different 
m easures employed to prevent the 
spread of this disease, we very greatly 
prefer the fumes of burning sulphur. 
We regard sulphur as the m ost effect­ 
ive disinfectant we can use for the pu r­ 
pose of preventing Hie spread of dip h ­ 
theria in schools a n d in families where 
several children are exposed, an d it 
h as a sa lu ta ry effect upon those a1* 
ready suffering from Hie disease. 
We 
have had the c are of scores of d ip h th e­ 
ria patients, an d we can refer to q u ite 
a num ber of families of children w here 
the disease was limited to one child, 
an d we verily believe th a t the fumes of 
burning sulphur were in stru m en tal in 
preventing th e spread of th e disease in 
these cases. 
In all cases w herediphtheria breaks 
out in a school no children should be

chiefs and twelve mixed blood, with the 
head chief of the W hite Earth reserva­ 
tion, W ah-bau-hah-quod, or white Cloud 
as chairman. 
Only the Mississippi bands 
so-called, and the Otter Tails were rep­ 
resented at this meeting- The Mississippi 
bands are the Indians at Mille Lacs, 
White Earth, White Oak Point, Sandy 
Lake and Gull Lake. The commissioners 
made this proposition to the Indians. To 
give 4o acres of land to every child under 
H years of age, so acres to each unmar­ 
ried person over D years and to each 
head of a family 160 acres, giving all the 
Minnesota 
tribes land on 
the W hite 
Earth reservation, and furthermore, to 
sell al! tlie land in other reservations in 
the state, putting the proceeds into a 
common fund for all the Indians, and out 
of this fund to help the Indians to sub- 
tdstanee the fir*t year, giving a horse, a 
yoke of cattle, agricultural machinery, 
etc. 
This proposition wa« discussed by 
the council and accepted, but owing to 
a good sized kick by tlie young men a 
reconsideration of this acceptance was 
secured on Saturday, on the ground that 
the Mississippi bands claim that they 
are the richest tribes and would be g iv ­ 
ing away to other tribes more than they 
would receive.

It is im possible to estim ate closely 
the strength of the order of the Knights 
>f Lal>or. Though all the trades unions 
ire not embraced in the order, there 
are thousands of m en belonging to these 
separate bodies who arc members of 
the com m on brotherhood. 
Naturally 
the Knights desire to keep their strength 
own to outsiders, lest by a knowl­ 
edge of the full extent of the power 
which would have to be met, capital in 
some cases might feel justified in meet­ 
ing a content or in prolonging its re- 
*istance to their demands. 
There are 
-aid to be about five thousand local 
assemblies of the order in the country, 
and it is believed that a modest esti­ 
mate would put the average member­ 
ship at one hundred to each assembly. 
()1 course many of the local bodies num­ 
ber few member-, but on the other 
hand there are many which contain sev­ 
eral hundred on their rolls. 
Not le-- 
than live hundred thousand members 
may be credited to the order through­ 
out the country; careful inquiries lead 
one to place the present maximum 
membership at not over one million. 
The strength of the order, however, i* 
rapidly increasing; in fact, admission 
of new a-sem blics has been suspended 
for a while, because there is so much to 
be done in writing 
up 
the 
rolls 
of those recently organized.and, second, 
because the order does not care to 
weaken itself by adm itting labor trade- 
which might tax the whole organiza­ 
tion for support in a possible contest 
over 
unreasonable 
demands. 
The 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineer- 
and the Amalgamated Iron and Steel­ 
workers ar * the tw o most powerful 
unions of laboring men in the country, 
but. thev are not. as bodies, members 
of the Rnights of Labor. 
The Knights 
are believed to be strongest in the Mid­ 
dle States. 
They are weakest in point 
of numbers, probably, 
in New En­ 
gland. 
Among the cities, New York 
without doubt furnishes the largest 
number to the order. 
There are full? 
fifty thousand members here, as nearly 
as can be ascertained. 
Throughout 
the country the eigar-rnakcrs furnish 
the largest number of members to the 
organization, and after them, in regu­ 
lar order, 
the car-drivers 
and 
the 
anthracite coal miners. 
In New York 
City the quota of Knights furnished by 
the printers undoubtedly exceed that 
supplied by any other class of wage- 
earners, but 
the carpet-workers are 
also strongly organized. 
Before this 
year is out the*e proportions will prob­ 
ably 
be 
changed. 
The 
telegraph 
brotherhood Is likely to be in the or­ 
ganization. and a strong effort i- being 
made to make th** railioad operators 
unite with their commercial brethren. 
Active proselyting, moreover, is going 
on am ong th** brakemen, gatenien. 
tieket-sellers, station men and every 
other em ploye connected with the rail­ 
roads. 
'Fh*' order embraces many other than 
manual laborers. 
In the membership 
are merchants, em ployers of labor in 
numerous trades and manufactories, 
architects, 
clergym en, 
physicians, 
newspaper men, ami. more than might 
be expected. Congressional and State 
legislators and members of State and 
municipal governm ents are Knights of 
Labor. 
1’lie only businesses which are 
debarred from admission are those of 
th** banker, stoek-broker, lawyer aud 
liquor dealer. 
M ith regard to the last 
business, the exclusion i- -o wide as to 
keep out all per-on- who derive any 
profit or income from the >ah* of in­ 
toxicating drinks. 
Many women are 
members of the organization, and one 
of its fundam ental principles is “equal 
pay for equal work." 
Inferentially the 
right of sifflrage is conceded to wom ­ 
en. and the Michigan branch of the 
order 
recently 
adopted 
resolutions 
specifically favoring the extension of 
the ballot to female citizens. —N . V.

The question of taxing n ational 
bank shares has become one of im­ 
portance. 
Thirty-live national banks 
in New York City have combined to 
resist State tax atio n , and an argu­ 
ment has bevy made in their behalf be­ 
fore Judge William T. Wallace, of the 
Second United States Circuit bench, 
in favor of an injunction to restrain 
the collection of taxes assessed against 
them.

Congress, A fter an E ight Months* 
Session, Q uietly and Orderly 
Adjourns Sine Die*

W a s h i n g t o n . Aug. 5.—T he first session of 
the F o rty-ninth congress, which ended to ­ 
day, covered a period of 2 4 1 days, exclusive 
of S u n d a y s 
Of this tim e the senate was In 
session 1(54 days, aud the house 1 85 days. 
During th a t tim e there w ere introduced In 
the tw o houses 1 3 ,2 0 2 measures, of which 
10,014 w ere house bills, and 214 house joint 
resolutions, and 2 ,8 9 1 bills and 83 joint 
resolutions of the senate. 
The m easures 
proposed for e n a c tm e n t into law s exceeded 
in n u m b er by 2 ,9 4 9 those introduced a t the 
first session of the Forty-eighth congress, 
which sat for 105 days of actual w orking 
time. 
They covered all sorts of subjects, 
from the p a y m e n t of a laborer at the capital 
for ex tra services to th e com plex questions 
of tariff legislation and 
legislation w ith 
respect 
to 
national 
finances.

were

importance. 
A very small percentage of the 
whole n u m b er of bills introduced, of either 
a general o r private nature, became laws. 
The total n u m b e r of m easures th a t passed 
both houses w as 1,101, being 241 
senate 
bills and 8 6 0 bills which originated in the 
house. 
Of this total. 8 0 6 becam e laws w ith 
the president's approval, an d 181 
became 
laws by lim itation. 
One h u ndred and th ir­ 
teen w ere vetoed, and one failed by reason 
of ad jo u rn m en t w ith o u t action by the presi­ 
dent. 
Of the new laws, 7 46 w ere house 
m easures and 241 senate measures. 
The 
law’s th a t becam e such by lim itation were, 
with tw o exceptions, private pension and 
relief bills. T w enty-eight of the senate bills 
vetoed w ere private pension bibs und three 
were for the erection of public buildings. Of 
the house bills disapproved by the president, 
seventy-four were private pension bills, and 
three w ere for the erection of public build­ 
ings.

This should be done 
daily, but the house should be free 
from ttie sulphur fumes during school 
hours, for t he coughing and sneezing 
th a t might rerult from the sulphur 
fumes would create great annoyance 
and confusion. 
\Vhere diphtheria pre­ 
vails in a family the patient or pa- 
I tients, if there are two or three at- 
I tacked at the same time, should be 
j isolated, confined to one room, and 
j all the children not affected should be 
j kept in some remote part of the house 
entirely if practieable. 
In either case, 
whether any of the children are re­ 
moved from the house or not, every 
room, in< hiding t he one occupied by 
the patient, should lie fumigated with 
sulphur two or three times daily. 
The m ost convenient method of 
fumigating is to drop a small pinch of

j effect ual method of disinfect ion against 
, the sp re a d of diphtheria th a t can be 
I adopted. 
And where diphtheria pre- 
i vails in a neighborhood, and families 
i fear its outbreak among their children, 
I they should r«-ort to sulphur fumiga­ 
tion daily, whether diphtheria hasap* 
neared in ♦fit: house or not; this may

A Tramp Enters Tom Carey s 
Saloon and Shoots the Bar 
Tender Down in His 
Tracks. 


The Guilty Wretch Captured 
And Safely Lodged in the 
County Jail. 
At about ten o’clock this forenoon a 
man w ent into Thom as Carey’s saloon 
on Fifth street, and asked for twenty- 
live cents to get his breakfast with. The 
bar tender, H ugh Dolan, gave him a 
quarter, and the man w ent out, but soon 
returned and w anted to throw dice for 
ten cents a flop.

The 
man flew into a passion at this remark, 
and after using some very insulting lan­ 
guage to Dolan, he drew a revolver, 
reached over the bar and shot Dolan in 
the lower part of the abdomen, the ball 
going clear through and coming out. 
Notw ithstanding the terrible injury, D o­ 
lan knocked him down, but the man got 
up and ran, shouting that the bar tender 
had shot him. 
Alex M cPherson, the

O rt’s corner, and lie immediately follow­ 
ed the man and caught him near George 
G ardner’s saloon. 
W hile running, the fugitive took a 
gold watch out of his pocket and threw 
it away by a sly movement.

livered the man over to the officers, and
